The number of diplanas awarded increased by 18 percent this. past . 
' fiscal year. While the gain is*among *the more notable ‘increases within the 
“past five years, the 1,782 diplamas awarded still represent a 
modest figure considering the number of students 
' served. In, view of the aims of: the’ community colleges, 
however, this may not be umsual. (The University of Kentucky Systems' 
data reveal a similar situation. )* Nevertheless, several questions 
Tay be* raised” again:

: effectiveness? the need for followup studies? program 
assessment? student advising? curriculum revision?
